❖ With Global 450 Consortia announcement, NYS is committed to leveraging its 
investment in R&D to attract next generation semiconductor manufacturing 
plants 



❖ NYS is Open for Business, with Governor Cuomo and Legislature committed to 
exploring options for incentivizing construction of additional semiconductor 
manufacturing facilities to locate in NYS and Marcy Nanocenter at SUNYIT. 

8. Mohawk Valley EDGE'S take on TSMC: 

❖ EDGE has met with top management of TSMC four times in Taiwan, initially in 
2007; the latest was July 2011 with Sr. Vice President Mark Liu, Vice President, 
J.K. Wang, and Arthur Chuang, Director of 300mm manufacturing. 

❖ TSMC has indicated that most of their manufacturing has been concentrated in 
Taiwan, and that a geographic alternative may be in their interest. 

o TSMC has nine Fabs in Taiwan plus one facility in China, a subsidiary - 
Wafertech, in Camas, Washington, and a JV with MXP in Singapore), 

❖ Taiwan has been recently subjected to power reductions and curtailments, as 
well as water reductions - these are significant issues for manufacturing, and 
long term prospects are worse as their power demand rises 11% annually. 

❖ Natural disaster risk (earthquake, tsunami, typhoon, flood, etc.) is in the 
forefront of their minds, especially after what happened in Japan. 

❖ When discussing Marcy Nanocenter with TSMC they have indicated we have the 
correct site size and infrastructure capacity. 

❖ Their ramp-up experience in Washington state was difficult (permitting delays, 
cost overruns, labor and union issues, etc.) so they have a bit of concern about 
another US project, which we need to overcome. 

❖ Recent news accounts indicate that TSMC has optioned 120 acres in Taichung, 
Taiwan (approx. 2.5 hours from Hsinschu, Science Park location) for a 450 mm 
semiconductor plant that may be developed for operation 2015-2016 timeline. 
This appears to be contrary to what we were told in July when we met with 
TSMC officials. They indicated then that they believed they had tapped out 
expansion opportunities in Taiwan. It would be interesting to know if this is 
indeed a fact or just media speculation. If it were true, the question would be 
how this impacts potential plans for expansion in the USA.
